STATE CONVENTION AT COLUMBUS. 


After the Nomination the Ex-Congress' 


nun Is Escorted to the Hall by a Com- 
mittee of Which Senator Sherman Is a 
Member — Mnj. McKlnley's Speech to 
the Convention — Blainc's Name Re- 
ceived with Cheers—The Platform. 
COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 17.—William 


McKinley, Jr., was nominated by accla- 
mation for governor of Ohio by the Re- 
publican state convention. He was put 
in nomination by ex-Governor Foraker, 
who created great enthusiasm when he 
stated that McKinley was incapable ot

being a political assassin. A reference to 
Bloine evoked the wildest cheering, show- 
ing the strong sentiment which exists for 
the man from Maine. A committee, of 
which Senator Sherman was a member 
was appointed to escort MeKinley to the 
hall. 


MttJ. McKinley's Speech. 


After expressing his thanks for the nom- 


ination, Mr. McKinley preceded to say: 
"The Republican party oi Ohio approve 
the administration of President Harri- 
son, and extend to it hearty congratula- 
tion. It has been clean, conservative, 
able and patriotic. It has been wise in its 
domestic policy, and thoroughly Ameri- 
can lu its foreign 
It has won the confi- 


dence of the people at home; it commands 
universal respect abroad. The party is in 
favor of a regulated immigration, which 
shall be just and reasonable, and humane. 
Our shores should be made impassible to 
the vicious, the criminals and the public 
dependents of other lands; but not inhos- 
pitable to the honest and virtuous and 
those who are well disposed to our insti- 
tutions, seeking new and happier home?, 
ready to share the burdens as well as the 
blessings of our society. It demands and 
will require a strict enforcement of exist- 
ing law, and such additional safeguards 
as will protect our citizenship and our 
labor." 


The Money Question. 


After expressing hhnself in favor of 


liberal pensions and declaring that the 
elections bill had not been abandoned, 
Maj. McKinley continued: "The Republi- 
can party can nerer consent to an irre- 
deemable currency, whether issued by 
state or national authority. It will main- 
tain the public faith and the public honor, 
and its face will be set against a debased 
coin and a depreciated currency now ns 
heretofore. It is in favor of gold and 
silver, and also paper money based upon 
coin all equal and at all times interchange- 
able; equal in fact and equal in law. It is 
in favor of a circulating medium large 
enough to do the vast business of this 
country; but insists that that circulating 
medium, whether silver or paper or gold, 
shall be sound and stable, secure from du- 
count or depreciation or fluctuation; not 
only good among ourselves bat wherever 
trade extends. 


Public Credit Mast Be Preserved. 


"There can be no legerdemain which will 


•ecure to us money which does not belong 
fco us or which can provide the means to 
pay our debts. The government can not 
create money without creating a debt 
chargeable upon the people. It can not 
become the depository of the products of 
the people, and advance money thereon, 
and if it had the power it would be un 
wise and suicidal to do it, and no man 
who will seriously reflect will be of any 
other opinion. We have reached the 
point where two ways part; the one 
straight and honorable, the other crooked 
and beset with ills. There is but one path 
for Republicans to pursua It is the well 
settled policy of, the fathers. The public 
credit and sound finances must be pre- 
served, and- every scheme to destroy it 
must be repelled. 
Better risk defeat, 


which can only be temporary, than capit 
ulate with the demagogue or surrender to 
dishonesty. The Republican party never 
won a battle by truckling; it never lost 
one when it was honest and courageous." 


The remainder of the speech was devot- 


ed to a defense of the tariff and the state 
issues. 


Zxrad Calls for Sherman. 


Immediately after the close of Mr. Me 


Kinley's stirring speech there were loud 
cries of "Sherman, Sherman." The griz- 
zly, paternal face and familiar figure of 
the senior senator of Ohio finally emerged 
from the crowd in the rear of the hall and 
again Che enthusiastic scenes of the con- 
vention were enacted. Senator Sherman 
began 
by reviewing the history and 


achievement of the Republican party, 
which, he declared, was the author of the 
grand financial system of the country and 
the protector of American industries. He 
eulogized President Harrison's adminis- 
t ration. " The Republican congress," he 
laid, "in connection with President Har- 
lisou has dealt with all leading questions 
of the time ancf-with the most important 
questions with foreign nations. Every one 
of these has either been settled or is in the 
way of settlement." 


Cleveland's Administration. 


Senator Sherman declared that the ad- 


ministration of Mr. Cleveland had devised 
nothing and accomplished nothing. Re- 
ferring to the McKinley bill, he said it 
was a measure that extended its benefits 
to artisan m.d farmer alike. It would 
boar discussion and would improve on 
acquaintance. The free coinage of silver, 
bs declared, was neither just nor equita- 
blo. It would demonetize gold and dis- 
arrange all business relations. The speak- 
er reiterated the Republican declarations 
an to liberal peoaione and the federal

that Ohio would again lead the Repub- 
lican column in November.

CASE AGAINST HERR MOST. 


nit Conviction Confirmed by the New 


Tork Court of Appeals. 


NEW YORK, June 17.—The court of ap- 


peals confirmed Tuesday the conviction 
of Anarchist John Most, who, about three 
years ago, was sentenced to a year in the 
penitentiary for holding an unlawful as- 
sembly and using incendiary language in 
commentiug upon the execution of the 
Chicago Anarchists. Most kept very quiet 
after his conviction, and so his appeal to 
the supreme court was allowed to lie un- 
acted upon for about a year. When it 
was finally disposed of the decision was 
adverse, and the subsequent appeals to 
the court of appeals has kept the case 
hanging for more than a year. 


Will Not Go to Jail Yet. 


In the meantime Most has been out on 


bailj. But even the last decision is not 
likely to take the big-headed Anarchist to 
jail just yet. His counsel said that they 
would at once take the case to the United 
States supreme court on a writ of error, 
and that the only contingency that could 
send their client to jail would be a sur- 
render by his bondsmen.

attorney will not act in the case until offi- 
cial notice of the decision by the court ol 
appeals, is received, which may not be for 
a week.

STUPID ORDER. 


It Besnlts in the Destruction of the City 


of Seabrlght, N. J. 


Loxo BRANCH, N. J., June 17.—Sea- 


bright is in ruins. Fire swept over the 
busy little city by the sea Tuesday after- 
noon and hotels, business houses and 
cottages went down before the flames, en- 
tailing a loss which is now estimated at 
$300,000. No lives were lost, but 250 
families were rendered homeless. The 
flames started in BrackaleVs stable, on 
River street. The one fire engine of the 
place was soon on hand, and the hose waa 
laid over the New Jersey Southern railroad 
tracks. 


(Burned Itself Out. 


The firemen were getting the blaze un- 


der control when a tram came rolling to- 
ward the htution. The engineer saw the 
hose and stopped. Then came the stupid 
act that caused the city's destruction. 
Somebody ordered the hose to be taken up 
to allow the train to pass. Then the 
flames burst out with renewed vigor. 
When the fire was got under control—In 
fact it burned itself out—there was noth- 
ing left of the prosperous little city bat 
the "south row," or the last string ot 
houses toward Galilee. 


UNION A NECESSITY. 


Attempt to Unite the Twin Cities and Call 


the Place Federal City. 


ST PALL, June 17.—The first earnest at- 


tempt to unite St. Paul and Minneapolis 
was begun Tuesday, the leaders to th* 
movement being Archbishop Ireland, ex- 
Governor Marshall and Senator Stevens. 
The proposition is to call the new munici- 
pality Federal City. At a banquet at 
Midway Tuesday night Archbishop Ire- 
laud said: "This gathering is the begin- 
ning of a great movement which shall not 
cease until our Federal City is born. The 
union of the two cities ought to be bad 
soon. What helps one helps the other; 
what hinders one hinders the other. Union 
is a necessity." Thomas Lowry said the 
other day in New York: "I have united 
my street railroads in the two cities ha- 
cause I know and believe what is before 
us. Our interests demand union. Senti- 
ment must be laid aside."

A Bad Chicago Man Receives a 


Fatal Wound 


AND THEN THINKS OF HIS MOTHER. 


Desperate Attempt of a Released Con- 


vict to Rob a Man in Broad Daylight 
—A Rot Fight in Which a Saloonkeep 
er. His Wife and Son Take Part, End- 
ing with a Bnllet Pat Where It Did 
the Community Good Service. 
CHICAGO, June 17.—"My mother can't 


etand it if she hears f am shot!" This was 
the exclamation of William Langosch, a 
west side tough, who was mortally 
wounded in Henry Schroeder's saloon, at" 
72 North Desplaines street, yesterday after- 
noon, while attempting to rob W. H. Hal- 
liday, of 140 West Lake street. Langosch 
bad Just returned from Jollet, where he 
had served a term of Imprisonment. Half 
an hour after he arrived in Chicago he 
met an old-time associate named Charles 
Henning. The two were out of funds, and 
decided to avail themselves of the first 
chance to secure some cash. 


Thought They Bad a Soft Snap. 


After visiting a number of saloons with- 


out success they fonnd what they thought 
an easy prey in Mr. Halliday, who stepped 
into Schroeder's place to get change for a 
JSO bill. 
Halliday was counting over the 


small hills which he had got from Henry 
Schroeder, the proprietor, who stood be- 
hind the bar. The moment the eyes of 
the two desperate men lighted on the 
money they sprang on Halliday like tigers 
and hurled him to the floor. Quick as a 
flash the saloon keeper seized a billiard 
cne and dealt several lively blows on the 
back of Langosch's head. The latter 
turned fiercely on Schroeder and sent him 
flying against the bar with a swinging 
thump in the ear. 


A Feminine Reinforcement. 


Up to this point Halliday, who is a pow- 


erful man, held on to the cash, despite the 
efforts of the two toughs to wrest it from 
him. Left single-handed with Henning 
be would have easily got rid of him, but 
Langosch jumped at him when he had 
knocked Schrocder down. At this stage 
Mrs. Schroeder arrived on the scene. She 
screamed when she saw her husband on 
the floor with blood flowing from his ear. 
She quickly recovered herself, however, 
and dashed water in her husband's face. 
This revived the old man. 


Halliday Gels on RIs Feet. 


He joined his wife in an attack on Hen- 


ning and Langosch, who rolled around on 
the floor with Halliday In a vain effort to 
get at the bills,which the brave fellow had 
succeeded in stuffing into his mouth. Re- 
lieved by Mr. and Mrs. Schroeder, Halli- 
day gained his feet and the five got all 
mixed up in the general scrimmage that 
followed. Mrs. Schroeder got a severe 
"^ow on the month during the tussle, 
which wuse nded by the entrance of Fred 
Schroeder, son of the saloonkeeper. 


A Well Directed Shot. 


Seeing his father and mother all smeared 


With blood, and their clothes bedraggled, 
he seized a re% olver which rested on a shelf 
behind the bar and fired at Langosch, who 
dropped with a bullet in his stomach. The 
police patrol wagon was called to take 
Langosch to the county hospital, but he 
begged nnd prayed the officers noffto take 
htm there. 
The fellow's whole nature 


seemed to change at the thought of his 
mother. 


Shcllad to Stand His Vices. 


"I know I am done for." he said, "and if 


I am taken to the hospital my mother will 
hear It right away. She is old and feeble 
and she can't stand it if she hears I am 
shot." The officers agreed to take him 
home rather than to the hospital, but 
when the wagon reached within a block 
of his home, at 105 Samuel street, ho 
insisted on getting out and walking 
into his mother's hovel. When he went 
inside be pulled out a cigar and tried to 
smoke It, but the blood trickled from his 
wound to the floor, and a shriek from the 
poor old mother brought the police run- 
ning into the house. They found mother 
and son stretched on the floor in a faint.

THE AUTOCRAT'S TRIP TO LIVADIA 


Passengers In a train Traveling in th« 


Opposite Direction Subjected to Great

LOKDON, June 17.—The czar's journey 


to Livadia to meet the Grand Duke George j 
was attended by the most extraordinary 
precautions, entirely irrespective of com- 
fort and convenience of the general pub 
lie. While the imperial train was on its 
way a passenger train came on, traveling 
in the opposite direction. The passengei 
train was shunted off on a siding. All the 
windows were closed, and the doors lock- 
ed, and the passengers were warned not to 
show themselves outside the carriages un 
til after the czar's train hod safely passed. 
Each door on the train was guarded by a 
soldier. 
The passenger train remained 


stationary for two hours before being per- 
knitted to go ahead. The sufferings of som« 
of the Inmates of the train ore said to have 
been terrible. In one instance a mothei 
and babe, the latter a weak little thing, 
were unableto obtain the necessary assist- 
ance of a physician, and the child perished 
obviously on that account.

LAUNDRY STRIKE AT LONDON. 


Women on the Rampage, and Faying KA 


Attention to the Police. 


LOHDOX, June 17.—The expected strikt 


of the laundry women was inaugurated in 
a most vigorous manner Tuesday. Three 
hundred female employes of the laundries 
of north London went out to enforce a do 
mand for a working day of eight honra 
with pay at the rate of 42 pence per dii -n 
for the same, Later in the day the strik- 
ing women formed in procession, march- 
ing from laundry to laundry, smashed the 
windows of the different establishments 
where non-union labor was employed, 
and dragged out such of the laundry 
women as manifested a disposition remain 
at work. 


They Jeered at the "Bohblea." 


When the police appeared upon the 


scene it was only to be jeered at by the 
belligerent women, who went right ahead 
with their work of destruction and intim- 
idation without regard to the officers. The 
strike is rapidly threading and promises 
to prove a most difficult one lor the au- 
thorities to handle. The people seem to 
be entirely in sympathy with the strikers. 


Closet! the Synagogue. 


LoivDON, June

gogue in that city is rcg.irded by the Jewa 
as a final blow at their race. The syna- 
gogue is a handsome and comparatively 
ancient specimen of architecture, and it3 
existence w;is often pointed to by the 
friends of Russia as evidence that the 
charges about persecuting the .Tews were 
greatly exaggerated. The closing of the 
synagogue goes, to show that the rich as 
well as the poor Hebrews are included in 
the imperial ban. 


Death of the Irish O. O. M. 


LONDON, -Tune 17.—The O'Gorman Ma- 


hon, M. P., is dead. He was born in 1803, 
and was known as "The Grand Old Man" 
of the Irish party. He entered parliament 
in 1830, and was a follower of Dauiel 
O'Connell. His full name was Capt. Jamea 
Patrick Mahon. In politics he was a Na- 
tionalist, but he was never bitter in his at 
titude.

IS SATISFIED WITH HARRISON. 


And Thinks That if Hlaine Is In the Field 


lie Should Resign His Portfolio. 


NEW YOKK, June 17.—Henry G. Payne, 


of Milwaukee, was at the Fifth Avenue 
hotel Monday. Mr. Payne is a member of 
the national Republican committee. Dur- 
ing the last campaign he was chairman of 
a sub-eommittee which had charge of work 
in the northwestern states, including Illi- 
nois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, the Dakotas, 
Montana, and Washington, and he has 
kept himself informed 09 well as he could 
on the political situation in these states 
since the last campaign. Mr. Payne said 
that the Republican party would in all 
probability nominate Mr. Harrison as its 
candidaiX for president in 1893, because 
Mr. Bloine, he thought, would not be a 
candidate. 


Wisconsin Is Not Kicking. 


So far as his own state was concerned 


Mr. Harrison waa satisfactory 
to the 


party, he said. Wisconsin waa a protec- 
tion state, and Mr. Harrison had dis- 
tributed the patronage in such a way as to 
create no antagonism. "Elaine sentiment 
all through the west is strong," said Mr. 
Payne, "but I do not think Elaine will be 
,a candidate. He could be nominated if he 
would allow his name to be used. There 
has been no time in the last six years 
when he was not the first choice of the 
Republican party. He is stronger now 
than ever. Wisconsin is not one at his 
strongholds, because there is a German 
element that does not support Mm. I be- 
lieve, however, that he will not be a can- 
didate. If he intends to be it is time for 
him to step out of the cabinet to-day. If 
he intends to allow his name to be used 
the situation is pressing." 


"What will yon make the issue in the 


next campaign?" Mr. Payne was asked. 


"The 
tariff," he said, "and I'll give you 


a pointer. There is going to be a long 
campaign. We will hold the Republican 
convention before the weather gets hot- 
may probably have the campaign opened 
up at once. The Democrats will probably 
come soon after we get our candidates and 
platform before the public.*

PRAIRIE AVENUE'S 
PAVEMENT. 
STRAY SCRAPS. 


The Asphalt Bleu Still Think They are 


cm Top. 


The question of paving Prairie avenue 


has oeen discussed at various times for 
several years. Now it is discussed all the 
time, and bids fair to be discussed in a very 
lively wayjtill it is finally settled by putting 
down-some kind of a pavement. If a dozen 
deadly fueds among neighbors do not result 
from the matter, it will not be because 
feeling enough has not been stirred up. 
Both the asphalt and brick sides are confi- 
dent of success in the end. 


One of the asphalt men said yesterday: 


"You newspaper fellows must be deter- 
mined to do us up. You said asphalt would 
cost S3 a yard 
more than 
brick. It 


wont cost 83 in all—only S3.40 a yard. We 
have a written guarantee from the company 
to put down the pavement and keep it in 
perfect repair for five years for 32.40 a 
square yard. That makes a difference of 
about $65 on a 50 foot lot. Now I will leave 
It to any unprejudiced man in town to 
say whether or not the property will not 
be worth more than that Anuch more for 
having asphalt instead of brick. I would 
be willing to pay double, because it would 
make the property so much more valuable. 
1 dont know of any way to make such an 
improvement to my property at so small a 
cost."

enthusiastic aspbait men on the street. 
He was at Harrisbnrg five years ago when 
the Hrst asphalt pavement was being put 
down on the principal street. 
Since then 


the pavement has had but little repair,
